Genocide 

Murder ty murder, even when 
dignified by che name of gena- 
cide. In fact, genocide is mur- 
der multiplied by group hatreds 
to infamous proportions, — It is 
the deliberate extermination of 
race or group of human beings. 

Ito gees beyond the casual 
slaughter of American Indians in 
an age when conscience had not 
caught up to rough fronticr encr- 
gies. It is perfectly illustrated 
by the purposeful slaughter of 
Jews in’ Germany, snd includes 
the techniques of mass killings, 
prevention of reproduction, and 
destruction of the cultural life of 
the group, The conscience of 
the world has’ been startled. by 
this black crime, but internation- 
al Taw still has not caught up to 
conscience. 

A little over oa year ago the 
General Assembly. of the United 
Nations declared genocide to be 
an international crime, Later a 
draft convention on genocide was 
drawn up and is now in the 
hands of member povernments. So 
far only six governments have 
replied to the request for com- 
ments. In order that the cono- 
mic and Social Council may be 
in a position to draw up a final 
convention, it is necessary that 
other governments send in their 


}comments and support the cnact- 


ment of the convention, 

This is more than a formal 
matter. It is one. more small 
step to be taken toward theeven- 
tual reign of world law.  Cri- 
minal governments may still dis- 
regutd it if they will, but let 
thera know that they stand con- 
demned in advance by the or- 
ganized conscience of the world.
